Immediately after the collision the cable 
was stopped and remained stopped for two 
hours. A great crowd of people had gath- 
ered. It hung over the rails guarding the in- 
cline and pushed its way into the tunnel, seri- 
ously interfering with the work of rescue and 
clearing away the wreck. When a sufficient 
force of police arrived the crowd was 
driven out of the tunnel. The street 
railway soon had a large force 
of men at work, but the cars 
were forced together in such manner that 
slow progress was made in opening the tracks. 
The wrecked cars were pushed out of the 
tunnel by the men and hauled by horses. At 
8 o'clock the cable was started again, and 
two east-bound trains that had been stopped 
on the west incline were moved out, but it 
was an hour after this before regular traffic 
was resumed. 


Gripman Moran’s Statement. 


T. Moran, No. 14 Attrili street, gripman of 
the Milwaukee avenue cable train, said con- 
cerning the cause of the accident: 

We were just a few feet from the east mouth 
ofthe tunnel when I noticed something was 
wrong. My grip would not work. I-applied the 
brakes and opened the sand pipes. This did 
not seem to have the desired effect, 
for the train kept gaining speed 
and just as we reached the center of the tunnel 

train smashed into the Ogden avenue car. 


ssengers 
Those on the front of the grip jumped as soon as 
they saw the collision was inevitable. Those in 
the rear did not see the train ahead of us 
and there was no excitement among the 
passengers until we struck the rear trailer of the 
Maaison street train. When the crash came the 
women on our train became terror-stricken. 
Some fainted, others ran from one end of the car 
to the other, and others acted like demented 
people. The mon were excited also. 
Some of them jumped off the train and 
commencea running out of the tunnel 
atonce. The people on the Ogden avenue car 
all rushed for the front platform, and when we 
struck the, car in the rear they were all thrown 
in a heap at the other end of the car. As near as 
I know my grip must have broken, for it would 
not work at all, and when I applied the brakes 
the momentum of the train was 80 
great that I could not stop it. 
I thought the Madison train would be on the 
up-grade going out of the tunnel before I reached 
the center, but we struck it just as we reached 
the center. I took all possible precautions to 
avoid the accident, but they were unavailing. 
No one was hurt on our train. The Madison 
street cable was going at the regular rate of 
speed. Our speed is governed by the cable, and 
just before the grip broke I was going at about 


the same rate of speed as the Madison street 


train. 
2 Conductor Orr’s Story. 

T. J. Orr, No. 1664 Ogden avenue, con- 
ductor of the Ogden avenue car, said: 

I had just collected the fares and returned to 
the rear platform of my car. Glancing back 
along the tunnel I noticed that the Milwaukee 
avenue cable train was gaining on us. I did not 
think at first that there was anything 
wrong, but a few seconds later I. no- 
ticed that the passengers on the 
Milwaukee grip were jumping off in twos and 
threes. Before I could count ten the grip was 
almost upon us. I shouted out. Save your- 
selves” to the passengers within, and then 
jumped off. Ihad scarcely alighted when the 
Milwaukee grip struck my car, telescoping the 
rear platform and crushing in the for- 
ward platform. The scene inside the 
car was one of, great excitement. 
trying to save themselves 
without regard to the weaker sex. The men 
smashed windows and climbed out of the car} 
leaving others trampled on the floor beneath 
their feet. The women screamed and fainted. 
One woman commenced to pray and was terribly 
excited even after I had helped her from the 
car. The men soon calmed down and assisted in 
helping the unfortunate ones from the car. Both 
ends of my car were damaged. I do not know 
what was the cause of the accident. It seemed 
to me that the gripman on the Milwaukee avenue 
cable train had lost all control of his grip. 

Newman Saffered Like a Man. 

Battalion Chief Campion, whose head- 
quarters are at the engine-house close to the 
west end of the tunnel, wasat the place of 
the accident im mediately after its occurrence. 
Some one ran out of the tunnel shouting that 
a car was on fire below. The Marshal told 
his men to bring the chemical, and ran down 
the incline. Those who were not hurt and 
some of the less badly injured had left the 
cars and were trying ineffectually to get out 
two or three imprisoned men. 

„ Fire was creeping up the side of one of 
the cars, said the Marshal. It had caught 
from the broken heater. I managed to beat 
and stamp the flames out and the use of the 
chemical which the men ran down by hand 
was unnecessary. I then tried to get three 
men out of the wreck of the 
Madison street car. One man—I 
was told his name was Newman— 
was at the rear end 6f the car on the seat. 
One leg was in the position natural to a man 
sitting down, but the other was jammed in 
between the side of the car and the iron dash- 
board, which had been forced forward, 
the entire rear of the car having 
been torn away. It was atterly 
impossible to move the man with the means 
at hand. He was badly crushed and must 
have been suffering, but he said nothing ex 
cept that he thought his leg was broken. 
Then he began a patient and uncomplaining 
wait’ for the arrival of tools with which 
he could de released. He told us to 
look after the others.

After 5 Bitter Fight Edwin U. Curtis De- 
tante Gen. Francia Peabody. = ~ 
Bostox, Mass., Dec. 11.—[Special.}]—Ed- 


Mayor of Boston, was elected today by a 
plurality of 2,500, The campaign which 
thus closes has been one of the most bitter in 
recent yeara and personalities have entered 
into itto an unusual extent. The Repub- 
licans have made their fight egainst the 
Democratic machine. which for three 
years has been intrenched in the city ball. 
The charges of inefficiency and open corrup- 
tion recently made by the nonpartisan muni- 
cipal league gave a text for the Republican 
speakers, and yet the Democratic overthrow [ 
is Gue in a large measure to disaffection in the 
Democratic ranks. Congressman Joseph H, 
O’Neil, who was defeated for nomination in 
the late Congressional campaign, was the 
logical candidate of the Democratic party and 
was the idol of a large per cent of the rank 
and file, but Pat Maguire, boss of the Demo- 
cratic party machine, forced Gen, Francis 
Peabody Jr. upon the party, as the result 
shows, to be defeated. License won by 7,500. 
Returns on the School committee have not as 
yet been canvassed. With only five precincts,’ 
each strongly Republican, to be heard from 
the Board of Aldermen stands seven Repub- 
lican and five Democrats. The Republicans 
also claim control of the School committee. | 
The Common Council, however, will be 
strongly Democratic.

Sr. Joszrn, Mo., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—aAt 
11 o' lock tonight the Commercial Bank, 
capitalized at $125,000, made an assign- 
ment. A. Kirkpatrick is named as assignee.

The liabil- 
ities are given at $270,000 and assets at 
$825,000. The bank was organized four 
years ago and erected a ‘ine building at Sixth 
and Edmond streets, which was destroyed by 
fire two years ago. Another building was 
constructed recently on the same spot at a 
cost of $78,000. The failure of George L. 
Roberts, a dry goods merchant, tonight was 
the direct cause of the bank failure. It is said 
no other St. Joseph institutions are affected, 
The bank failure created no surprise as it has 
teen known for some time it was losing 
money. The capital by late losses on loans 
has been impaired one-half. The directors 
decided that it would be more profitable to 
close now than to make up the deficit. The 
liabilities are chiefly moneys due depositors. 
The Commercial Bank holds a 2 for 813.

Prior to the passage of this act, March 2. 1889 
the railroad nad been constructed to the Missouri 
River, ending at Chamberlain, justto the north 
of the tract of 188 acres. It is plain that the 
act of March 2. 1889, contemplated a completed 
construction of the road across. the river and 
westward from the reservation, and such con- 
struction was a condition upon the graut made 
in ratification of the agreements made with the 
Indians. No further construction has been ro- 
ported to this department since the passage of 
the act of 1889, consequently there has been a 
forfeiture.

BANKER I§ AOOUSED OF PEBJUBY. 


Wealthy Henry Bier of New Gelanne In- 
dicted by Grand Jury. 

New Oezans, La., Dec. 11.—[Special. }— 
Henry Bier. one of the wealthiest bankers in 
Louisiana, was indicted today by the grand 
jury for perjury. Bier was the purchaser last 
spring of the Traction company franchise for 
$700,000. Within a few days he transferred 
the franchise to the traction people for $800,- 
000. Thegeneral accusation was that the 
$100,000 difference was used in influencing 
the City Council. Bier testified before the 
grand jury that the $100,000 was his profit 
as broker. He also told the grand jury there 
was no understanding between him and the 
Traction company. It now transpires Bier 
had entered into a contract with a Philadel- 
phia banker named Denisson, then President 
of the Traction company, under which the 
transfer was made, and upon this fact the in- 
dictment of today is based, Bier heretofore 
has been regarded as one of the most respect- 
able leaders in local financial circles.

TalKed Like a Father. 

Shea worked the paternal dodge, telling

C. Kilner, A summary of che report shows 
the year was begun with treasury overdrawn, 
$2,911; disbursements, $26.638; total tia- 
bilities, $29,549; receipts, $25,591; leaving 
treasury now overdrawn, $3,958. There are 
pledges on hand considered for $3,158. 

The Superintendent, the Rev. J. C. Arm- 
strong, gave a retrospect of the work of the 
last year, which he said had been the most 


‘trying in the history of the society on account 


of financial troubles; and yet it also had been 
the most fruitful year, as seven new churches, 
with a membership of 250, had been received 
under its care. It also had been an unusual 
year for the erection of church buildings. 
The additions had been the most numerous of 
any year, aggregating more than 800, of 
whom 451 united on a profession of faith. 
The society in twelve years has grown from 
seventeen to sixty-seven churches and in- 
creased itschurch membership nearly 200 
percent, The number of church buildings 
bas grown from seventeen to fifty-eight. The 
society had entered into all districts of the 
city, and ministered to Germans, Bohemians, 
Welsh. Ncerwegians, Poles, and Swedes. New 
fields were appealing to the society at the 
present time. In the case of three of the new 
churches the ground was ready and the funds 
were in sight for buildings and the work 
would be under way in a week, 
The Rev. Dr. Willard Scott, pastor of the 
South Church, delivered the annual address.

ONE CULLOM ORGAN HEARD FROM. 

After waiting till the eve of the taking of 
the vote on the bill to legalize railroad pool- 
ing the Cullom organ in this city comes out 
with a gneaking defense of the bill, provided 
it is so altered as to place the entire control 
of the subject in the hands of Bill Morrison 
and the four other frail sisters of the com- 
migsion. The bill as reported provided for an 
appeal from the decisions of the Commis- 
sioners| to the courts, With that provision 
stricken out and five men put in supreme 
control who have never shown any great 
signs of capacity, and who certainly have 
done nothing for the peopie under the law as 
it stanfis, the Cullom organ says it will be 
satisfied with the bill, 

Never mind these quibbles over details. 
The main pointis that Cullom’s organ in- 
dorses the principle of the bill which is to 
kill off competition. It says competition has 
worked badly sometimes. Therefore it would 
end all competition. The mat or paper that 
will attempt to do that is aiming a treacher- 
ous blow at the American people by seeking 
to dee roy something which is beneficial in a 
hundred cases, and may be harmful in one. 

It is claimed by the Chicago friend of this 
bill and by other friends of it that sometimes 
competition becomes excessive and harmful; 
that ohe road will lower its rates for the sake 
of getting freight and passengers so that busi- 
ness is done at a loss; that other roads follow 
suit and that there is a conflict which is injuri- 
ous td the roads and the communities served 
by them.

THE POLICE CIVIL SERVICE REPORT. 

The Civil Service Commission, Messers. Ela, 
Rubens, and Hamline, appointed by the 
Mayor to report upon the best methods of 
taking the police out of politics and reor- 
ganizing the force on a civil service basis. 
has made its report. Stated in the fewest 
possible words it applies the merit system to 
the entire tenure of office. The prescribed 
examinations will have to be taken not only 
by future applicants, but by all those on the 
force who have not seen ten years or more of 
active service, the exception from the test 
including only about one-fourth of the pres- 
ent number. The physical tests are rigid, 
the intellectual less so, the men only being 
required to be able to read and write and 
have a knowledge of common school studies. 
Promotions are to be made upon the merit 
system. A trial board is provided for. The 
force is prohibited from taking any part in 
elections except to exercise the right to vote. 
The full responsibility of controlling the 
police is placed in the Mayor through the 
Superintendent, and it is further provided— 

That in case the Superintendent of Police re- 
fuses to be guided by the decision ofthe com- 
mission the Mayor may then be called upon 
to decide the question whether to accept the res- 
ignation of the police commission or exercise 
his authority over the Chief of Police. At the 
same time the commission expresses its confi- 
dence in Chief Brennan and in his desire, often 
expressed, to take the police out of polities and 
to confide the trial of offending officers to a non- 
partisan board of citizens. 

As a civil service reform proposition in the 


abstract or as a proposition per se to apply 
civil service rules to the police force no fault 
can be found with the report of Mesers. Ela, 
Rubens, and Hamline, It is a well worded, 
well conceived, and well intentioned state- 
ment of the views of these gentlemen as to 
the best methods of getting policemen out of 
politics, and if nothing stood in the way and 
the plan were carried out honestly and dili- 
gently it would undoubtedly reform the 
present demoralized and inefficient force and 
make it as efficient and fine a force as that 
vhich runs the Fire Department. But there 
is an obstable standing in the way of the 
practical application of these regulations. 
They vest the control of the police in the 
Mayor, where it is now vested by law, but 
until that Mayor can be taken out of politics 
those regulations will be of no effect, Their 
utter impotency will be shown next spring 
when the man who controls the police is a 
candidate for reélection.

On the last day on which he could sit in the 
Swift-Hopkins contest Judge Scales entered 
an order dismissing the suit.

He would be if he 
could read his title clear to quarters in the 
City Hall. Evidently he does not, for he or 
his friends and lawyers for him have been 
fighting off an investigation for nearly a year, 
thus confirming the people in the belief that 
Hopkins is filling an office to which he was 
mot elected. 

Whether Hopkins objects or not J udge 
Carter should set aside the order of dismissal

The Central Church, which has been sub- 
stantially in a condition of suspense since 
the death of Prof. Swing, is once more in its 
old channel of action, and now bids fair to 
move along smoothly and if possible to in- 
crease its efficiency as a factor among the 
beneficent institutions of the city. The sale 
of sittings Monday was most encouraging. 
| In addition to the old members many new 
ones applied for seats. The ministerfor Sun- 
day next has not yet been announced, but 
Sunday following the Rev. Dr, Charles H. 
Parkhurst of New York, who needs no intro- 
duction, ,will preach, and on the following day 
will have something to say to the Civic Fed- 
eration upon the best methods of municipal 
reform. It is announced that Dec. 30 the 
Rev. Dr, Hillis, who has been called to the 
vacant pulpit, will begin his ministrations, 
though his permanent occupancy of the place 
is somewhat conditional upon the action of 
the presbytery or the willingness of his con- 
gregation to allow him to break any contract 
which may exist between them, The pres- 
bytery may refuse to dismiss him or to give 
him the formal letter of credit, but as it cau- 
not absolutely forbid him to make the 
change the solution of the question lies largely 
between Mr. Hillis and his congregation, and 
if he manifests a strong desire to go to this 
new field ot work it is probable the matter 
can be amicably arranged. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Dr. Hillis is 
extremely popular with his congregation and 
that on many accounts it would not like to 
sever the existing relatons, there are many 
reasons why the Central Church should want 
him and why he should want to go to its pul- 
pit. It is doubtful whether any other man 
can be found who is capabie of filling Prot. 
Swing’s place more acceptably. Like Prof, 
Swing he isa Western man, his first reputa- 
tion having been made at Alton, and he re- 
ceived his theolegical training at McCormick 
Seminary in this city. His success thus far 
has been made in Illinois. He has built up 
flourishing churches at Alton and Evanston. 
He has Prof. Swmg’s style and habit of 
thought. He is poetical and sentimental én 
the healthy sense of the latter term rather 
than didactic or analytical. He is notanirun- 
bound Presbyterian, as was shown by his ad- 
vocacy at the last General Assembly of the 
broadest and most liberal right of action on 
the part of the seminaries. In all respects he 
seems to be the right man for the place and the 
one who will prove acceptable to Prof. Swing’s. 
numerous friends and church followers, It is 
to be hoped on all these accounts that he will 
begin Dec. 30 a ministration which will prove 
as profitable to all concerned as that from 
which Prof. Swing was called so suddenly. 


THE OLEOMARGARINE DECISION, 

The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the oleomargarine case is an equita- 

dle one. A Massachusetts statute says that 
oleomargarine colored in imitation oi butter 
shall not be manufactured or sold, The right 
to sell oleomargarine when not artificially 
colored and when no attempt is made to de- 
ceive the customer regarding its real nature 
is not forbidden. A Massachusetts man, the 
agent of a Chicago manufacturer, offered for 
sale some oleomargarine colored artificially 
to make it resemble butter and then chal. 
lenged the constitutionality of the Massachu- 
setts law. The Supreme Court sustains the 
law, and says that tiie Constitution of the 
United States does no: secure to any one the 
privilege of cheating the public. 

That is good law and good morals. There 
are a great many people who want to use but- 
terine. They prefer it to bad butter and they 
do not like to pay the price asked for high 
grade butter. No obstacle should be thrown 
in the way of these people getting the article 
they want. Thus laws forbidding broadly the 
sale of oleomargarine should not be toler. 
ated. But this wasa case where persons who 
wanted to buy butter were induced under 
false pretenses to buy what they did not 
want. That was simple cheating and should 
be punished. 

The gist of the opinion of the Supreme 
Court is: 

We are of the opinion that it is within the 
power of a State to exclude from its markets any 
compotod manufactured in another State which 
has been artificially colored or adulterated so 
as to cause it to look like an article of food in 
general use, and the sale of which may by rea- 
son of such coloration or adulteration cheat the 
general public into purchasing that which they 
may not intend to buy. 

The Chicago oleomargarine manufacturers 
should not find fault with this doctrine, They 
will not claim that they have a right to palm 
off on the public something as butter which is 
not that. Their industry can live and thrive 
without the aid of false pretenses. There is 
altogether too much food adulteration in this 
country. Some of it is hurtful to the stomachs 
and some to the pockets of the people. The 
people should be glad that the Supreme Court 
has upheld the right of a State to protect its

‘GERMANY AND SUGAR DUTIES, 

The German Government claims that the 
distriminating duty of 0.1 cent per pound on 
sugar imported from a country that pays ex- 
port bounties conflicts with the fifth and ninth 
articles of the treaty of 1828 between the 
United States and the Kingdom of Prussia. 
Those articles provide that no higher or other 
duties shall be imposed by us on any article 
the produce or manufacture of Prussia than 
on a like article the produce or manufacture 
of any other foreign country, and that Prussia 


eouhtry should enjoy in trade with us. 

In regard to this the New York Bulletin 
makes the point that we certainly have the 
right to so levy our customs duties as to treat 
all nations alike, and to get a revenue of 40 
per cent upon the natural value of the mer- 
chandise, and not on the artificial value after 
some foreign government has by its own leg- 
islation reduced it. The German export boun- 
ty on raw sugar is 13 cents per 100 pounds, 
while our differential is only 10 cents on the 
game quantity. By arbitrarily reducing the 
valuation of its sugars by the amount named 
Germany reduces by 5.4 cents per 100 
pounds the revenue our Treasury is entitled 
to draw, and we have a right to get that 
money by some other form of tax 
provided we do not put Germany at 
a disadvantage 
sugar of other countries. If the differen- 
tial duty were to be removed it then would be 
in order for Spain to demand that we assess 
the 40 per cent on a value which includes 
the bounty. That would be perfectly fair, 
and it isa serious question whether it is not 
the business of the appraisers under our law 
to assess the 40 per cent upon the German 
domestic price, which includes an internal 
revenue of $1.95 per 100 pounds. This was 
the original construction of the appraisers, 
ana if the law were so construed Germany 
would have cause to regret that it has com- 
plained against our method of assessing du- 
ties.

be made to the interest of the national banks 
now in existence to take out State bank char- 
This . be “fa good thing for a few 
men in each town, but very injurious to the 
masses in city and country, to the people for 
whose use bank notes are supposed to be is- 
sued. It would allow one or more individu- 
als to establish a bank in each of a multi- 
tude of places here, there, and every chere 
—and issue a paper currency up to a named 
percentage of their claimed capital and hold 
the supposed security ‘for the redemption of 
their notes. How all these institutions would 
be kept track of and ascerjained to be all the 
time good for their numerous promises to 
pay is what no man can tell. The “capital” 
of many of these institutions might consist in 
large part of nothing better than pieces of 
paper stating that the man signing each 
particular piece is indebted to the bank 
for the amount named on its face, or of cer- 
tificates of ownership of stock in some other 
banks or companies, which stock in like man- 
ner may have no other foundation than a lot 
of debts. Each bank would be to a large ex- 
tent the judge of its own ability to make 
promises to redeem, and the worst feature 
would be the fact that this would attract into 
the business a host of scalawags, willing to 
play a copfidence game on the public, and 
expecting to make money by having their 
bank made the object of misplaced confi- 
dence. The result would be a huge inverted 
pyramid of liabilities, each layer resting on a 
smaller one below it, the whole fabric top- 
pling over on the exposure of some peculiar 
specimen of rascality in its composition, and 
involving widespread ruin. 

Thie was the kind of thing we had before 
the war, and the Carlisle scheme would di- 
rectly favor a recurrence of it. The people 
who are old enough to remember the terrible 
fleecing of the community by wildcat banks 
well may shudder at the idea of having the ex- 
perience repeated, and may see especial rea- 
son to fear that would be the outcome when 
they know from what class comes the pressure 
in favor of “State bank” currency. It is 
exerted by the class which for some years has 
led in the clamor for “cheap money.“ with 
the more or less distinct avowal that the said 
„cheap money was wanted because it would 
enable certain debtors to swindle their cred- 
itors. The fellows.at whose instigation Sec- 
retary Carlisle is proposing this lopsided ar- 
rangement are the ones who are preparing to 
take advantage of it if it should be adopted, 
preparing to throw out in the South and the 
more sparsely settled sections of the West 
bank notes having no sufficient security for 
their redemption, notes which at least some 
of those fellows would calculate on avoiding 
to redeem, and which would be a loss to the 
persons holding them when the final collapse 
should come. 

The honest man no more would want this 
sort of money than he would wish to buy rot- 
ten apples, or sour milk, a defective horse, or 
any other property that would depreciate in 
the hands of the holder, and therefore would 
be bought to sell again as soon as possible to 
some fellow whom it was proposed to cheat. 
It is only the dishonest element in the com- 
munity that wants wildcat conditions again 
to prevail, as they certainly would shortly 
after the Carlisle plan was adopted, It is 
pitiable to see the Secretary o e Treasury 
trying to play into the hands &f scoundrels, 
and to feel obliged to ascribe the fact to dense 
ignorance on his part, because it is not to be

It is impossible to resist the conclusion that 
Secretary Carlisle is somewhat muddled in 
regard to State banks, and what the govern- 
ment has a right to undertake to do in mak- 
ing it safe for the people to take the notes 
those banks may issue, He told the House 
committee that it was his idea the Federal 
authority did not go beyond imposing a tax 
as a means of compelling the State institution 
to observe certain conditions, and a little 
later said that in his judgment the tax on 
State banks (circulation) is unconstitutional, 
He said his position leads to the logical con- 
clusion that all taxon State banks should be 
repealed, That may not be practicable 
at present, but there should be the 
least exercise of authority possible. So 
he proposes that as long as the tax 
is payable under the present law it 
can be coilected annually from all State 
banks which issue circulation and do not 
comply with the requirements. He claimed 
to believe that the 10 per cent tax is sufficient 
to wipe out circulation by banks which do not 
observe good conditions and satisfy the 
Treasury officials that their business is prop- 
erly conducted. So far as stated in the re. 
port by telegraph the Secretary did not give. 
a hint of any reasen why a State bank ought 


not to be required to deposit the 30 per cent 


in legal tenders required from national banks 
unless such reason be couched in his remark 
to the effect that the government has no 
* concern with State institutions.

John W. Ela, John H. Hamline, and Harry 
Rubens, constituting the commission ap- 
pointed some time ago by Mayor Hopkins to 
devise some plan for putting the police force 
of Chicago on a civil service reform basis, 
completed and submitted their report yester- 


day. Immediately after receiving the report 


Muyor Hopkins addressed a letter to Messrs. 
Rubens, Hamline, and Ela appointing them a 
commission to carry out and enforce at once 
the recommendations contained in the report. 
The Mayor said that commencing last night 
the police force is in the hands of this com- 
mission, so far as appointments and dis- 
charges are concerned. 

The report proposes many important and a 
few rather radicai changes in the present con- 
dition of things. The most noted innovations 
are in the recommendation that the Trial 
Board, as now made up of police officials, be 
entirely abolished, and that all applicants for 
jobs be compelied to pass an examination. In 
other words, the merit system is pro- 
posed, one of the chief features of which is 


that all applicants for places on the police 


force, except the General Superintendent, 
special patrolmen, and matrons, shall under- 
go a competitive examination, free to all citi- 
zens of United States who have resided in 
the city two years. 

Political pulls are to cut no figure in 
getting any mana star and uniform. Com- 
petitive examinations are to be conducted by 
examiners selected by the Commissioners, 
which takes the matter of appointments out 
of the hands of the Mayor, the Superintendent, 
and Aldermen. The examinations ure to be 
on the line of tests of mental and physical 
capacity, practical in their nature, and so con- 
ducted as to inquire into the fitnessin every 
way of an applicant. 

By this method.“ says the’report, “ neither 
the appointive power nor the commission can 
arbitrarily select any person to fill any va- 
cancy on the force. Those who successfully 
pass the examination go upon the eligible list 


in the order of merit, to await their turn. 


When the appointive power desiresto fill a 
vacancy he must make requisition on the 
commission for a man, and there will be cer- 
tified to him the three men of the highest 
standing on the eligible list, one of whom 
must be appointed, Nothing outside of the 
man’s own merit has any weight in his selec- 
thon; no recommendations are received; no

CLOSING OP THE CASE 


OROWDS LISTEN TO ARGUMENTS IN 
‘MEADOWOROFT TRIAL, 


Attorney Eddy Draws Rebuke Upon Kun- 
self from the Judge and Gets Iato Diffi- 
culty Trying to Answer a Juror’s Ques- 
tion- New Point Kaised by the Defense 
Attorneys Raftree and Morrison score 
Heavily~Messrse. Trude and Collige 
Will Close Today. 

The fact that the closing arguments in the 
Meadowcroft case were to be heard yesterday 
was sufficient to fill Judge Brentano'e court- 
room. In the afternoon the space inside the 
rail was cro with lawyers, who paid 
close attention to arguments of counsel 


on the novel points of law that have been 


raised. It was expected Mr. Eddy would en- 
deavor to clinch the new point which he 
raised the day previous. He spoke two hours 
and a half, but his argument was a disap- 
pointment and was marked by two incidents 


“which militated against the cause he was 


pleading. The first was the bringing down on 
himself a stern reptimand from the court for 
venturing, in a burst of impatience at an ad- 
verse ruling, to attribute bias to the Judge. 
The other occurred while endeavoring to pick 
flaws in the record, He made a point on a 
question asked by a juror during the trial 
whether either of the Meadowcrofts had drawn 
money June 8, 1893, for their own use. The 
witness had replied No.“ Mr. Eddy was 
about to expatiate on this when Juror Boyle 
spoke up: 1 did not ask just that 
question, Mr. Eddy. What I wanted to know 
was whether any part of their indebtedness 
was created that day.“ The testimony shows 


. that the Meadowcrofts deposited $28,000 of 


good collateral with the Atlas Bank that day, 
or within a couple of hundred dollars of their 
indebtedness to their own bank, so the state- 
ment of Juror Boyle was, to say the least, 
disconcerting. When Mr. Eddy ceased talk- 
ing there was no one in the room except the 
persons whose presence was required. 

Mr. Morrison’s opening argument was a 
compact, logical presentation of the case 
against the accused and made a great im- 
pression. He was followed by Mr. House, 
who spoke briefly to another new argument 
advanced in bar of conviction. He claimed 
that the death of the father in February dis- 
solved the old partnership and that no evi- 
dence had been brought forward to show in- 
solvency of the new partnership. 

His Argument a Surprise. 


Mr. Raftree’s argument was a genuine sur- 
prise. It was his first jn a _ criminal court 
and it was generally supposed he would brief. 
ly present the dry statistics of the case. He 
spoke for twenty minutes only. He began in 
a quiet, confidential way and then suddenly 
blazed out into an eloquent and scathing ar- 
ramnment of the prisoners that startled every 
one into attention, and under it the faces of 
the Meadowcrofts became wan and drawn. 
Mr. Raftree was their father’s friend and has 
knowc them for twenty years. | 

The last argument was by Mr. Eddy. It 
was divided into three parte. He pleaded for 
acquittal if the faintest degree of doubt ex- 
isted, or if not acquittal, then that some one 
man would hang the jury. Next he endeav- 
ored to instil doubt by presenting the two 
points of the meaning of the words of the 
statute and the point of ee lia bilities 
raised by Mr. House. Finally he tried to in- 
stil doubt by — the witnesses for 
the Stute and by picking flaws in the testi- 
mony. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Morrison said 
the case was unusual for many reasons, prin- 
cipally for the high social position of the 
prisoners and for the enormity of their offense 
and the depth of moral turpitude revealed in 
their astounding banking methods. It was 
unusual, too, in the method of the defense. 
Not an atom of evidence either in refutation 
or in palliation had been offered. Nota 
statement of fact offered in evidence by the 
State had been materially -overthrown, but 
tne defense had consisted in unceasing volleys 
of technecal objections which merely vought 
to bar out the production of 
irrefutable proofs of the crimes = 
againet the defendants. All of this rendered 
argument by him. he said, difficult and, it 
might seem, anomalous. Nevertheless the 
law imposed on him the duty of clearly un- 
22 the case of the State, fitting it piece 
by piece together until there shouid be erect- 

before the jury an unassailable structure 
without loophole of escape for the accused, 
and finally of demanding from the jury the 
penaities and satisfaction for crime com- 
mitted set forth in the law. 


Explained the Crime. 

He then enumerated and defined the three 
ingredients of the crime; first, the deposit of 
tmorey with the defendants ; second, in- 
solvency of the defendants at the 192077 re- 
ceiving said deposit and resuitant | f the 
deposit; and finally the criminal intent pro- 
vided for in the final clause of the statute.

For the Defense. 


Mr. House, for the defense, spoke only a 
half hour.
